Charges Against Pastor Craw- 
ford, Who Accused Dr. 
Leek, May Be Heard 
in Conference. 


MRS. LAVENDER WITNESS? 


Revival of Old Fight a Surprise 
to Friends of Woodlawn 
Park Minister; He 
Claims Injustice. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Rockford, Ill., Bept. 29.—[Special.}—As an 
unexpected aftermath of the Dr. Leek-Mrsa. 
Lavender cass, the Rev. Edward B. Craw- 
ford, pastor of the Woodlawn Park Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, Chicago, may be put 
on the carpet before the members of the 
Rock river conference, charged with malad- 
ministration in his duties as head of the 
church where the conference met last year. 

Three charges will be laid against the pas- 
tor, who attained considerable unpleasant 
publicity last March, and strong effort will 
be made by his enemies in the Woodlawn 
church to have him transferred ‘to another 
pastorate. Under the general heading of 
maladministration the three charges will 
be submitted as follows: 

That he received a confession (that of Mrs. 
Mary A. Lavender) and betrayed, it by caus- 
ing its publication in the newspapers. 

That he distorted the confession. 

That he influenced members of the official 
board who would act in a judicial capacity at 
the quarterly conference, 


Crawford Now on Defensive. 

It was generally supposed that the feeling 
against Dr. Crawford had subsided, and 
statements were made that he would attempt 
to come before the conference in an effort 
to have his name cleared of the judgment of 
“ unkindness"’ made at the conclusion of 
the trial at the McCabe Memorial church 
last March. 

Developments today, however, denoted an 
unexpected change in conditions. Instead of 
being on the offensive before the conference 
it now seems certain that he will be placed on 
the defensive and forced to make a deter- 
mined fight to retain his pastorate: If he 
should be rémoved, the possibility of his 
securing another pulpit of prominence prob- 
ably would be small. 

George F. Ort, a Chicago attorney, is pres- 
ent to aid those who are anxious to force 
the removal of Dr. Crawford. Mr. Ort, fit 
is understood, represents a faction In the

The Rev. D. M. Tompkins, pestor of the 
Rogers Park church, who acted in the ca- 
pacity of prosecutor at the McCabe Memo- 
rial church trial, will be called upon again 
to prosecute Dr. Crawford. At that trial he 
did not have any legal assistance, but when 
the new charges are preferred Mr. Ort will 
assume the legal handling of the case. 


Mrs. Lavender May Testify. 

Mr. Ort stated tonight that Mrs. Lavender 
will be called upon to tome to Rockford and 
appear before the conference if her testi- 
mony fs necessary. He said she was pre- 
pared to come at a moment’s notice. 

The Rev. William MacAfee, district super- 
intendent of the Chicago district, will place 
the charges of maladministration before the 
conference either on Friday or Saturday. 
They will be submitted in answer to question 
No. 18 of the BMeothodiat disciplinary category, 
which reads: 

‘‘Has the character of the minister been 
examined?” 

This refers to the annual examination of 
all the clergymen of the conference with a 
view to retention, transference, or resigna- 
tion. 

Friends of Dr. Crawford were surprised 
to hear of the charges against him. They 
came to the conference prepared to enlist 
favor in his behalf to have the judgment of 
‘“ wnkindness '’ removed from his name. Dr. 
Crawford himself is said to have lefters from 
twenty-two of the pillars of his church favor- 
ing his retention. The argument that he will 
present to Bishop Goodsell is that if hd is 
forced to quit the Woodlawn Park church 
under these charges he will not be able to get 
@ satisfactory pastorate. 


Crawford Confident of Victory. 

Dr. Crawford arrived today and refused to 
discuss the charges to be preferred against 
him other than to say: “I feel as confident 
as any Methodist preacher can feel that I 
will be returned to my present pastorage.”’ 

A committee appointment that passed al- 
most without notice yesterday when it was 
announced by the secretary, Dr. J. A. Mat- 
lack, is likely to become thé most important 
committee to be selected by the conference.

DEPOSIT GUARANTY 
GIVEN HARD TEST. 


Oklahoma Undertakes Task of 
Paying $3,000,000 After the 
-. State’s Biggest Bank 
Is Closed. 


OTHERS MAKE PROTEST. 


Many Institutions Demur at 
Extra Assessment; National 
Concerns Accused by 
Haskell, 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Sept. 29.—[ Special. ]— 
‘The state of Oklahoma today stood behind 
the doors of the feiled Columbia Bank and 
Trust company and paid all depositors, in 
fulfillment of its pledge under the recently 
enacted bank guaranty lew. 

It was the first big test for the law, the 
Columbia being the bigyest bank in the state, 
with deposits of more than $3,000,000. 

This is the second bank failure since the 
guaranty deposit law was enacted. In the 
summer of 1908 the International bank of 
Coalgaie was closed by the bank commis- 
sioner because the officers of the bank had 
made excessive loans to themselves. . The 
bank’s liabilities, about $38,000, were paid in 
full, the bank was reorganized and now is 
open. 

There is $300,000 in the bank guaranty fund 
available for immediate use, while if a de- 
mand should be made for the payment at 
once of all depositors approximately $1,000,- 


000 would have to’ be raised, which can be | 


done under the law by an extra assessment 
on the banks that have taken advantage of 
the bank guaranty law. 


Others Protest Assessment. 

The first discordant note‘in the genial plan 
for the commonwealth to aseume responsi- 
bility for the state bank ldsees was the report 
from Guthrie that the state bankers will pro- 
test the payment of the emergency 2 per cent 
assessment on capital stock for the purpose 
of swelling the bank guaranty fund suf- 
ficiently to take care of the failure of the 
Columbia, 

The Columbia was declaréd insolvent by 
the state banking board. shortly after mid- 
night last night and the doors were opened 
at 9 o'clock today by A. M. Young, state 
bank commissioner. Fewer than one hun- 
dred persons were waiting for admittance 
and when the doors were closed at 4 o’clock 
there were only seventy persons in the lobby. 
The payment of depositors at first was made 
at only one window, but later payments were 
being made at three, cash being handed out 
at two and checks on other local banks at the 
other window. It was not announced at the | 
close ef business how much of the bank’s 
deposits was paid out.

Kemper Would Refuse Paper. 

Mr. Kemper said today that his own bank 
would not give the least consideration to this 
kind of paper. It is said that ol] operators 
lately drew $150,0U0 upon their attached notes 
from the Columbia, but Bank Commissioner 
Young declares that two of his best examiners 
examined the bank sixty days ago and found 
everything all right. The bank has oeen 
making tremendous bids for business since. 

The rumor that has recurred most frequent- 
ly throughout the day in explanation of the 
closing of the bank is that before a certain 
officer of the bank came to Oklahoma City 
he obligated himself in certain business 
transactions to stand personally responsible 
for certain loans that had been put up for 
collateral loans, this collateral being the 
paper of oil operators. According to this 
rumor, much of this paper was taken over 
with the bank's money. The amount is esti- 
mated at between $250,000 and $300,000. 

The failure has revived the old fight be- 
tween Gov. Haskell and the national bankers 
who refused to enter the bank guaranty pian. 
Friends of the guaranty system still declare 
the enmity of the national bankers, rather 
then anything that may have been done by 
any of its officers, was the cause of the bank’s 
suspension. The national bankers, they say, 
told damaging stories that cut off the bank's 
credit in a number of the largest cities: 


Haskell Threatens Banker Foes. 
Gov. Haskell sent three or four men to the 
national banks today to engage the nationa! 
bank officers in conversation about the guar- 
anty system, and the probable outcome of 
the present liquidation.. Some of these na- 
tional bankers did not drop rose leaves in 
the hands of the governor's emissaries. The 
latter returned to Haskell] and made affida- 
vits as to what the national bankers had 
said.

LEGISLATORS HIT 
BY MANY MAYORS 


Erickson’s Action in Throt- 
tling Bills Denounced by 
Leaders of Twenty 
Downstate Cities. 


COMMISSION RULE ASKED. 


Meeting Held at Peoria Demands 
Aid of Deneen for Change 
in the Form of Gov- 
ernment.

Peoria, Ill, Sept. 29.—(Special.j—in the 
name of the twenty larger cities of liinois 
sixty mayors and special commissioners 4 dc. 
manded from Gov. Deneen today that he re- 
quest the coming special session of the legs- 
lature to pass an enabling act for the com- 
mission form of government for cities. 

On top of this, the Springtieid chioroform 
method of slaughtering bills unpleasing to the 
house machine was condemned ecathingly. 
Representative Frederick E. Erickson. vld 
time legislator, member of the Republican 
state committee, and chairman of the house 
committee on municipa! corporationa, Wag. ate 
tacked personally in unsparing terms. fe 
was charged by unanimous vote of the con- 
ference with having willfully killed the cém- 
miesion form of government bil! at Spring- 
field last winter, and the election of such men 
as Erickson to the Diinots legislature was de 
plored as a travesty on justice. 


House Machine Is Condemned. 
From the floor of the conference Erickson 
was flayed unmercifully. Representative 
Illinois men who had appeared repeatedly at 
Springfield during the session of the general 
assembly and who had been turned down by 


Erickson denounced him without reserve. 


Theéntire system of manufacturing Iijinois 
statutes was handied without gloves by helf 
a dozen speakers. Senator John Dailey of 
Peoria told what he knew of the state of af- 
fairs at the state capital when the general 
assembly is. on the job. Ritter condemnation 
of the house machine as a time honored in- 
stitution came from a dozen burgomasters, 
most of whom have had their fingers whittied 
in the buzz saw at the statehouse. 


Seek Early Action on Bill. 
Basing the alleged unfair and scandalous 
treatment accorded by Chairman Erickson 
and the municipal corporation committee te 
the commission bil!l—house bil!

Text of the Resalution. 

The gist of the day’s doings is fully indt- 
cated in the report of the committee on reso- 
lutions, which was ddopted unanimously by 
rising vote and which was as follows:

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VOTES $10,000 FUND | 


TO HELP WAYMAN 


County Board Unanimously 
Decides to Place Amount at 
Prosecutor’s Disposal. 


OFFERS OF PRIVATE AID. 


State’s Attorney, About to Re- 
turn to the City, Refuses 
All Contributions. 


The graft investigation being. conducted 
by State’s Attorney Wayman was encour- 
aged yesterday by the county commission- 
ers, who voted an appropriation of $10,000 
to be used at the discretion of the prose- 
cutor. It was decided, however, no part of 
the money could be used as a “ secret fund.” 

At the same time it was learned definitely 
that wealthy Chicagoans, who were inter- 
ested in the state's attorney’s crusade on 
vice and crime, recently had offered to do- 
nate a lump sum of $100,000 in the event the 
commissioners refused to grant the appro- 
priation asked for by the prosecutor. All 
private donations were deciined by Mr. Way- 
man. 

'While the prosecutor hed notified the 
country board he would be present at the 
meeting of the finance committee, Acting 
State’s Attorney Lundgren informed the 
committee that Mr. Wayman still was out 
of the city. Mr. Laindgren said it would 
be satisfactory if the appropriation matter 
were laid over until the next meeting. 

The finance committee, having canvassed 
the sentiment of the board, decided to take 
up the question and dispose of it without 
further loss of tifhe. 


It was the opinion of the committee that this 
secret fund could not legally, be set azide. 


Formal Report of Approval. 

The report, as finally drawn up and signed, 
was aes follows: 

‘“* Your committee has had under considera- 
tion the request of the state’s attorney asking 
for an additional appropriation, and would 
recommend that the sum of $10,0UU be set 
aside from the miscellaneous fund for mis- 
cellancous purposes for the purpose of pay- 
ing expenses of the state’s attorney upon 
requisition drawn by him.”’ 

While the prosecutor will be given the 
money on requisition as he needs it, and com- . 
pelled to make public the manner in which 
the funds are to be spent, it was the opinion 
of many of the board members that Mr. Way- 
man can get the money in such a manner 
that his expenditure of it can practically be 
carried on im a secret manner. 

For instance, it is said a large part of the 
$10,000 appropriation will go toward paying 
for the services of private detectives. in this 
event all that will be necessary is to show that 
SO many men were employed at so much 
money. 

Wayman Receives Many Offers. 

Among the offers of financial aid to Mr. 
Wayman was one by a State street merchant, 
who, it is said, volunteered to raise $50,000 
to aid in the prosecution of the investigation, 
while another man—a lawyer—wished to head 
a subscription list with $10,000. 

“ All you've got to do is to say that you 
need the money,’’ said the lawyer, * and I'll 
start a subscription list with $10,000 and guar- 
antee that at least eight or ten more men 
will subscribe an equal amount.”’ 

Mr. Wayman in his declination of financia) 
assistance said he would conduct the inves. 
tigations from his office solely on the funds 
appropriated by the county board. 

According to information received by Act- 
ing State’s Attorney Lundgren, Mr. Wayman 
will return to Chicago tomorrow and resume 
the inquiry into the * jury fixing "” scandals.

“* It ie a fact that I testified against Patrol- 
man Chamberlin,’’ Mr. Thornbury saidat his 
house, 8830 Elmwood avenue, last evening, 
‘but that does not mean that I have any- 
thing against the police or that it unntted me 
in any way for jury service where a police- 
man was ontrial. In answer to questions of 
the attorneys when I was being examined for 
the MeCann trial I said I knew of no reason 
why I should not sit on that jury and I do 
not know of any yet. 


No Prejudice Against Police. 
“I never had any trouble with any police. 
I never was arrested but once in my life— 
and that was my own fault—and I never 
have been in police or any other kind of 
court as a defendant. I might not like one 


all grocers. As a matter of fact, I never had 
a thing against Chamberlin. I was on the car 
and saw him strike that man. I just told 
the court what I saw. 

‘‘Mr. Wayman was the attorney for Cham- 
berlin. I don’t know whether he recognized 
me at the McCann trial. I voted to convict 
McCann because it seemed to me that the 
evidence we heard proved him to be guilty. 
I had no right to go outside of the evidence, 
and the fact that eleven other men believed 
just as I did shows pretty conclusively that 
my vote to convict was not the result of 
any prejudice. I know that I had none.’’ 

Patrolman Chamberlin, who is attached to 
the Hyde Park station, refused to discuss 
the affair. 


Might Be Cause for New Trial. 

Former Judge Charles G. Neely of Mc- 
Cann’s counsel said that if Thornbury misled 
the attorneys in answering the questions 
concerning his fitness for jury service in the 
McCann case it would be cause for a new 
trial. He said all the members of the venire 
were asked explicitly concerning their deal- 
ings and acquaintance with policemen. 

Until McCann is sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary his status as a member of the police 
force will remain unchanged and no steps 
can be taken to oust him from the depart- 
ment. This was the opinion rendered by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Clyde L. Day, 
given on the request of Chief of Police Stew- 
ard. 

“If the judgment shall be entered upon 
the verdict against McCann he will stand 
convicted of a felony and such conviction 
will furnish sufficient cause for his removal 
after hearing before the civil service com- 
mission,” said Mr. Day. 


Chief Steward and McOann. 

“Mr. Day’s opinion is self-explanatory,” 
Chief Steward said. ‘‘ There isa possibility, 
though, that if Judge Barnes overruled Mo- 
Cann’s motion for a new trial and enters 
judgment, appeal from which ig taken to the 
Supreme court, matters will be preeipitated. 

“Charges then might be made before the 
civil service commission, and if Inspector 
McCann was found guilty before that body 
and ousted, a motion by him for a rehearing 
would be continued from time to time until 
the Supreme court had decided the appeal 
from the Criminal court.”’

WAS FRIEND OF LINCOLN. 


Father of Famous Tariff Bill 16 
Years in. Congress and 11 
on Commerce Board. 


Waterloo, Ill., Sept. 29.—[Special.]—Col. 
Willlam RR. Morrison died tonight at 8:20 
o'clock at his residence after an illness of 
several weeks. He was conscious almost to 
the end and recognized ali about him up to 
“the last. few hours. . 

On Sept. 14 Col. Morrison was 8 years old 
and several friends called upon him for a 
social evening. While in feeble health, he 
enjoyed the evening and told a few of the 
pleasing stories he was wont to relate, in 
which reapect he had been compared to Lin- 
coln, who .wag his friend. 

The colonel left no family. His first 
wife, Mary Jane Drury, died soon after their 
marriage, as did their infant son. His sec- 
ond wife, Eleanor Horine, died in 1904. All 
their* children died in infancy. He has a 
half brother, Charles Morrison, present mas- 
ter in chancery of Monroe county; a half sis- 
ter, Mrs. C. F. Stephens of St. Louis, anda 
sister, Mre. Emily Wilson of Columbia. 


Sixteen Years in Congress. 

Col. Morrison, who was for sixteen years a 
member of congress from this district, now 
the Twenty-second, was born in Monroe 
county, near Waterloo, Sept. 14, 1824. His 
early years were spent about Hecker. After 
obtaining a preliminary education he attend- 
ed McKendree college at Lebanon. At the 
outbreak of the Mexican war he enlisted in 
Col, Bissel’s regiment under Gen. Taylor. He 
served with honor'through this war and at its 
close returned to Waterloo. 

He joined the ‘49ers when gold was discov- 
ered in California and made the overland trip, 
but did not remain there long. He soon re- 
turned to Monroe county, and in 1852 was 
elected Circuit clerk. After serving in this 
capacity for two years he resigned and wags 
| elected to the legislature, where, in 1859, he 
‘became speaker of the house. 

At the beginning of the civil war he or- 
ganized the Forty-ninth regiment and was 
active in the early part of the struggle. He 
was severely wounded at Fort Donelson in 
' 1862.

He was elected to congress in 1864. but was 
defeated in theThirty-ninth and Fortieth con- 
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gresses. In 1872 he was re@lected and con- 
tinued in congress until 1887. He wasa dele-

FREE EMPLOYMENT OFFICES 
GET WORK FOR NEARLY ALL. 


Of 11,549 Who Applied for Positions 
in Nine Weeks 10,391 Have Been 
Served. ! 


Springfield, Ill., Sept. 29.—[Special,}— 
Among the thousands of men who apply at 
the six free employment offices in Illinois 
every week for assistance, common laborers 
are reaping by far the greatest benefits. 
Women who find help at the offices most 
often are those who seek employment in 
homes. 

The bureau of labor and statistics has is- 
sued reports from the six offices for the first 
nine weeks of the eleventh year of the free 
employment idea in Illinois. The circular 
shows that 11,549 persons have applied for 
positions and 10,301 ef that number have been 
served. The system in the last nine weeks 
has been working admirably. Those who 
have applied at the six efficea for help, num- 
bering 12,623, have been supplied, excepting 


2,232. 

The north side office in Chicago has fur- 
nished work to twenty-two twenty-thirds of 
its applicants. The west side office has a per- 
centage of eleven-tweltths to its credit. The 
south side office has supplied twelve-thir- 
teenthe of its applicants with positions, as 
has also the Bast St. Louis office, and in 
Peoria sixteen out of every seventeen ap- 
plicants for work have found what they were 
seeking.

Col. Morrison was appointed to the inter- 
state commerce commission by President 
Cleveland in 1887, and reappointed by Presi- 
dent Harrison’ serving on that commission 
eleven years. 

The colonel always was a strong Democrat, 
and.in 1896 received favorable mention for 
the presidency, representing the gold wing 
of the party. He previously had been a presi- 
dential possibility in 1876 and 1880. 

His last campaign was made in 1886. when 
he was defeated for congress by Jehu Baker 
of Belleville. who thrice had been his oppo- 
nent and defeated him each time. He was 
chairman of the ways and means commit- 
tee from 1875 to 1877, and again from 18838 
to 1887. 


Was an Ardent Free Trader. 

His most conspicuous work in congress was 
that for tariff reform. He wasan ardent free 
trader and made strenuous efforts to revise 
the tariff along the lines he believed to be 
proper and just, and was the father of the 
‘* horizontal bill.’’ This bill was a compro- 
mise, not all to his liking, but accepted by 
him as a step toward what he believed right. 
It was defeated in the house, but it brought 
Col. Morrison into the limelight and he after- 
ward was looked upon aé a logical leader in 
steps pertaining to lower tariffs. Col. Mor- 
rison was a warm personal friend of John 
G. Carlisle and they spent much time to- 
gether. 

The colonel had a wonderful memory and 
easily could recall every detail of his past 
experiences. Hts admission to the bar was 
in the nature of a joke. It occurred while he 
was in the legislature. .At that time he was 
appointed a member of the judicia! commit- 
tee. He declined the appointment, saying 
such a committee should be composed of 
lawyers. 

The speaker replied that if he were not a 
lawyer, he ought to be one; that his experi- 
ence as Circuit clerk put as many legal facts 
into his head as possessed by many lawyers, 
and he was ushered into the Circuit court of 
Sangamon county, then in session, exam- 
ined by the examining board, and in forty 
minutes received his diploma as a full 
fledged lawyer. 

He was not content with that, however, but 
spent his spare time while in the legislature 
in the study of standard works, and when he 
returned to Waterloo he was able to cope 
with the shrewdest legal minds.

Lively speculation were occasioned by the 

transfer of Inspector Stephen K. Healy from 
Chicago avenue to Desplaines street. In- 
spector Healy was a character witness for 
the Frank brothers, the chief accusers of In- 
spector Edward McCann in the recent trial. 
The Franks became acquainted with Healy 
when he was assigned to Despiaines street. 

Healy’s place at Chicago avenue will be 
filled by Inspector P. D. O’Brien, who is 
transferred from Maxwell street. Inspector 
Charles C. Dorman will go from Desplaines 
street to Maxwell street. 

The captains shifted are: : 

Capt. Max Danner, from the Desplaines street to 

k station. 
ee an Haines, from the Hyde Park to 
the Desplaines street station. 


Result of McCann Trial? 


Preponderance of police opinion was to the 
effect that the exposure of conditions in the 
McCann case was directly responsible for the 
transfer order. Politicians supposedly 
friendly to some of the officers affected also 
were named in the gossip. 

Healy has been an inspector only for afew 
months. Previous to his promotion he was 
at the Warren avenue station under Inspec- 
tor McCann. Upon his appointment as in- 
spector he was moved to the north side. It 
was said the assignment was unpleasant to 
him, and that he wanted to get back to the 
west side. Inspector Healy is familiar with 
the Desplaines street district, having served 
there as a detective in the early part of his 
police career, and later as a patrol sergeant. 

Inépector Dorman succeeded McCann at 
Desplaines street when the latter asked to be 
suspended following his indictment. He is 
credited with a good record at Maxwell 
street, and his friends say he is desirous of 
continuing the work he started in that diffi- 
cult district. 

Inspector O’Brien formerly was captain of 
the detective bureau. He was made an in- 
spector by Assistant Chief Schuettler when 
the latter was acting chief before Chief Stew- 
ard assumed the activities of the office. It 
is understood that he disliked the near west 
side district given as a field of administra- 
tion. 


City Hall Suggests Changes. 

The shifting of the captains was attributed 
to suggestions by an official influential in. the 
city administration. The transfer of Capt. 
Danner recalled the transfer of Capt. John 
Rehm from the Desplaines street station un- 
der Inspector McCann to the Chicago avenue 
station a year ago. It wassaid Capt. Haines’ 
superior knowledge and familiarity with the 
Desplaines street district prompted Chief 
Steward to transfer Danner. Capt. Danner 
ig a stranger on the south side and unfamiliar 
with the Hyde Park station. 

Capt. Haines served at™Desplaines street 
when Francis O'Neill was chief. He was 
taken from Desplaines street when John M. 
Collins was chief. 

Chief Steward talked individually with the 
inspectors before he issued the order. The 
chief discouraged rumors to the effect that 
he had given them any instructions respect- 
ing the manner of conducting their duties. 

* The cranaters were made for the good 
of the service,” Said Chief Steward. ‘* My 
policy is to place each man where I think he 
will be best ttéd for doing good. The 
changes were ordinary police business and 
not out of the ordinary.”’ 


NEW GAMBLING RAIDS BEGUN; 
ORDERED BY CHIEF STEWARD? 


Twenty-five Men Caught in Handbooks 
—One Nearly Jumps from Window 
Into the River. 


A new series of gambling raids, ordered, it 
is said, by Chief-Steward, resulted yester- 
day in the arrest of twenty-five men at five 
handbooks. The raids, which were witnessed 
by scores of persons, were made in the down- 
town district by Detectives Horwich, Foley, 
Mooney, O'Donnell, and Belskey. 

All the prisoners were taken to the Harri- 
son street station, where they obtained their 
liberty on bonds of $400 each. Gambling 
paraphernalia, including telephones and rac- 
ing charts, was confiscated by the detectives 
and taken to the office of Assistant Chief 
Schuettler.

Those responsible for the drafting of the 
bill alleged that the structure is an obstruc- 


tio to traffic as well asa nuisance on account 
- *of the stoppage of trains which emit dense 


gmoke from their engines. It is expected 
the Chicago Anti-Smoke league will join in 
the new angle of the battle at a meeting to-. 
night. 

The grievances of the residents of Lake 
Park avenue and a presentation of the sit- 
vation from their point of view as presented 
by Mr. Sherwood follows in part: 

“Lake Park avenue from Twenty-ninth 
street to Thirty-third is one of the hand- 
somest streets_in Chicago. ‘The finest view 
of the lake from any street on the south 
side, adjacent to the Llinois Central right of 
way, is to be had on this street between 
Thirty-first and Thirty-third streets, the 
street level being fourteen feet above the 
Tilinois Central tracks. 

“The residences all face the lake, which 
brings the front doors and porches nearer to 
the Illinois Central tracks than at any other 
point along their right of way, the width of 
Lake Park avenue being only thirty feet. 


Calls It the “Last Straw.” 
“Tt was bad enough on Lake Park avenue 


| with the nuisance of passing trains, but about 


two years ago, for reasons unknown to the 
"oldest inhabitant,’ the Illinois Central de- 
eided to make Thirty-first street a stopping 
place for through trains. This was the last 
straw, compelling old residents to abandon 
their costly residences which had become 
uninhabitable on account of this added 
nuisance. 

“ Property has depreciated enormously: 
rents have gone down to almost nothing. 
For example, in the so-caleld ‘ Pullman’ 
lock, houses that rented at $115 a month a 
few years ago, today are a drug in the mar- 
ket at $40 and $45 a month; but the most ag- 
gravating feature of all is that the I}inois 
Central has been a trespasser for ten years 
upon city property. 

“About twenty years ago it obtained from 
the city a permit to occupy a part of Lake 
Park avenue at Thirty-first street for a sub- 
urban station. This permit expired ten years 
ago. Since this time the road has been a 
trespasser and the city long ago should have 
compelied removal. The:.road should be 


“ejected at once and a rental! of at beast $5,000 


& year should be collected. 8 
“ About a year ago some of the long suffer- 
ing residents of Lake Park avenue formed 
committee which presented a petition to 
resident Harahan, requesting that the stop- 
ping of through trains at Thirty-first street 
be discontinued. 


I. C. Lawyer Favors Plea. 

“Attorney Drennon of the Illinois Central 
apparently favored the petition for discontin- 
uing the stopping of through trains at ‘ihirty- 
first street, as was evidence by his letter of 
Jan. 16, 1909, addressed to A. H. Hanson, 
passenger traffic manager.” 

In the letter by Mr. Drennon, which is 
quoted and of which copies were sent to Ald. 
Harding, Ald. Dixon, and Chauncey Dewey, 
Mr. Drennon wound up by saying to Mr. 
Manson: 

“Tam not a passenger traffic man and prob-

REVELATION BY WHITE SLAVE 


Victim, Aged 18, Tells Story of 
Horror in Case of 14 Men. 


BARES DETAILS OF PILOT. 


Prosecutor Says Gang’s Members Must 
Go to Penitentiary. 


The testimony of 18-year-old May Michael- 
son in the Englewood Municipal court yes- 
terday afternoon added new details to one of 
the most shocking cases of white slavery ever 
known in Chicago. Upon her evidence four- 
teen men are heki. 

Her 12-year-old sister Nora also has been a 
victim, but as yet has not been permitted to 
testify. 

Lucy Speers, aged 11, the child of a netgh- 
bor, also was enticed into the place, it is 
said, but was rescued by her mather, upon 
whose complaint the police raid was made. 

Jerry Trumbléey and his wife, Grace, are 
accused of procuring the little girle for men 
who are said to have frequented the Trum- 
bley flat, at Fifty-second street and Win- 
chester avenue. 


Held to Grand Jury. 

One of the men, Edward Wolf, 6349 Nor- 
mal avenue, collector for the John Hancock 
Mutual Life Insurance company, already has 
been held to the grand jury on testimony 
given by the oldest girl. The others, mostly 
Greeks, have been on trial! for two days, and 
with each day’s trial details more sensational 
than those told at preceding sessions were 
disclosed. Yesterday after the oldest girl 
had given a descripton of some of her expe- 
riences the hearing was continued uatil to- 
morrow afternoon. 

The men, all of whom have been identified 
by the girls, are prisoners at the New City 
station. 

The evidence fn this case will be supplied to 
the heads of the new movement that is being 
planned by civic and religious organizations 
against the white slave evil. 

In questioning May Michaelson Assistant 
State’s Attorney John A. Barnes drew from 
her a story which, he declared, established 
a conspiracy on the part of Mrs. Trumbley 
and will result in penitentiary sentences for 
the men now accused. 


Girls Enticed to Flat. 
According to the girl, who was questioned 
for three hours by the assistant state's at- 
torney and by the attorneys for the defend- 
ants, Mrs. Trumbley enticed her and the 
other girls into her home on Aug. 11 and 
Aug. 17 and then placed them at the mercy of 
men whom she had invited to her apartment. 
She received money from the men in every 
instance, the girl declared, a part of which 
she gave to the girls. The latter were pro- 
vided with new clothing by the woman, it 
is said. 

In addition to the orgies which the gir] 
told the court took place at the Trumbley flat 
during the month of August, Mrs. Trumbley 
on three different occasions is said to have 
taken her to a Greek boarding house at 237 
Center avenue and compelled her to remain 
there all day with the lodgers. 

When the case first was pointed out to the 
police by Miss Ella Maley, an officer of the 
Juvenile Protective league, the girl was 
taken to the boarding house and identified 
the man to whom she had been sold. Six of 
the lodgers were arrested by Detective John 
Farrell of the New City station, and the 
others were“taken into custody later. 


Demands Prison Terms. 

* This is the worst case I ever havegeen,”’ 
declared Mr. Barnes. ‘‘ After hearing the 
story of the girls over and over again I fee) 
certain that the giris are telling the truth ana 
that they have been peddied out by Mrs. 
Trumbley just as they have testified. Ian. 
going to clean out this nest of corruption and 
its originators who are guilty of white slav- 
ing on a small scale, and I believe the ones 
under arrest. are in a fairway for a term in 
the penitentiary.”’ 

Sims to Fight White Slavery. 

‘A fall campaign against mail frauds and 
the traffickers in ‘‘ white slaves” was out- 
lined by District Attorney Edwin W. Sims 
during the day. A conference with all the 
assistants of his office was held. This was for 
the purpose of determining the status of 
pending cases and the making of assignments 
to the assistants of the work they are to do. 


Cases Ready for the Jury. 

Since the last federal grand jury was in 
session a number of arrests have been made 
in “ white slave’ cases under the direction 
of tant District Attorney Harry A. 
Parkin. | These are to be the subject of in- 
quiry by the October federal grand jury. 
The prosecutions will be under the federal 
immigration law. 

Among the mail fraud cases of importance 
that will be tried this fall is that against 
Thomas, Bdward T., and Birch F. Rhodus, 
who are accused of using the mails to defraud 
purchasers of stock in their twenty or more 
corporations. Judge Landis announced dur- 
ing the day he would hear arguments on the 
demurrers of the brothers to the indictments 
against them within the next week or so. 


ARMS POLICE WITH CAMERAS.

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BOY KILLS HIS CHUM AT PLAY 


Lads, Aged 7, Find Revolver and | 


Tragedy Is the Result. 


MOTHER HEARS THE REPORT.

On Way to Room at Time, Unable to 
Prevent Accident. 


While playing “ warrior’’ last. evening 
Preston Lavin, 7 years old, son of D. J. Lavin, 
an artist, shot and killed his chum, Maurice 
Forest Veeck, also 7 years old, son of Will- 
lam L. Veeck, 6618 Lexington avenue. The 
tragedy occurred in the library of the Lavin 
residence at 6510 Ingleside avenue, shortly 
after the lads had returned together, as was 
their custom, from school. 

The boys had been playmates ever since 
they’ were old enough to run about out of 
doors, and since starting to school had al- 
ways gone toand from schooltogether. Last 
evening after school bad been dismissed the 
teacher of the lads went to the Lavin rest- 
dence with them on a call. When she left 
the two went with her to a street car, and 
upon returning from the car to the Lavin 


residence they started to play their favorite 


game. Each night upon returning from 
schéol they played with their wooden guns 
and swords, eithér at the Veeck or the Lavin 
residence. 


Mother Hears the Report. 

Preston told Maurice he had left his wooden 
gun upstairs and started to ascend the stairs 
to get it. Maurice followed him and the 
two entered the library of Mr. Lavin to- 
gether. Mrs. Amelia Lavin heard them and 
went to see what they were playing. 

As she stepped into the hallway at the 
foot of the stairs she was startled by the re- 
port of a revolver and ran up the stairs to the 
library. : 

Lying upon the floor at the end of the 
room was the Veeck child, the blood.stream- 
ing from a wound tn his face. A smoking re- 
volver lay upon the floor at the side of the 
table where the mother saw her own boy 
standing, his staring eyes and pale face 
showing his fright at what had happened. 

Not realizing the consequences of his act, 
Preston did nothing after the accident oc- 
curred but to try to cheer his weeping 
mother. 

“Don't cry, mamma,” he kept telling her. 


Boys Face Each Other. 


He told his mother that he had been trying 
to show Maurice how the revolver worked 
when it was discharged. The two boys had 
stood facing each other, and when the bullet 
was discharged it struck Maurice inthe face 
just under the right eye. 

When informed of the death of her gon 
Mrs. Veeck fainted and until a late hour was 
under the care of a physician. 

The revolver with which the shooting was 
done wae one kept by Mr. Lavin as a sov- 

He usually kept it unloaded and 
locked up. 

A few nights ago he thought he heard a 
noise in the basement of his house and sus- 
pecting that thieves might be there he loaded 
his revolver and descended to search for 
them. 

Finding nothing, he returned to hie Nbrary 
and placed the revolver upon the table.

Chicago Schools Receive Cireular 
Explaining New Act. 


MUST TEACH ANTI-CRUELTY., 


Cash Penalty if Teachers Neglect Course 
in Humane Ethics, 


For the first time in the history of the pub- 
lic schools of Illinois the state legislature 
has dictated that a course of study, the hu- 
mane treatment of animals, henceforth is to 
be taught. Not only is the course ordered as 
a part of the word of the common schools but 
the law provides.a penalty for neglect on the 
part of teachers. The penalty is a withhold- 
ing of 5 per cent of the monthly salaries. 

The provisions of the new law are set forth 
in a circular which was issued by Mrs. Elia 
Flagg Young, superintendent of schools, yes- 
terday. The circular was sent to all princi- 
pals' and teachers in the Chicago public 
schools. The law makes it the duty of teach- 
ers to teach “ honesty, kindness, justice, and 
moral courage for the purpose of lessening 
crime and raising the standard of good citi-. 
genship.”’ It provides that one-half hour 
each week. shall be devoted to teaching 
‘*kindness and justice to and humane treat- 
ment and protection of birds, animals, and 
the important part they fulfill in the economy 
of nature.’’ 

Provides a Cash Penalty. 

The part of the law which seems liable to 
rouse the wrath of teachers is as follows: 

“No teacher who knowingly violates any 
provision of this act shall be entitled to re- 
eeive more than 95 per cent of the public 
school moneys that would otherwise be due 
for services for the month.” 

Mrs. Young will call a meeting of the dis- 
trict superintendents for the purpose of 
formulating a system of presenting the 
course in the schools. 

The Chicago Teachers’ fedération, which 
has controlled the election of trustees of the 
teachers’ pension fund for several years, will 
have an opponent at the next election in John 
T. Ray, principal of the Ryerson school. 
Mr. Ray has received information that he 
had been nominated as trustee in the Fifth 
district in the caucus held last Saturday. 
He was a candidate last year, but was de- 
feated, he declares, by the federation. 

Nominees for Pension Trustees. 

The other nominees are Nellie L. Nowlan, 
teacher at the Adams school; Florence De- 
neen, teacher at the Altgeld school; and Mrs. 
Serena H. Hayes, teacher at the Clarke 
school. Mr. Ray said that he would not run 
unless Mrs. Hayes should withdraw her 
candidacy. It is reported that she has ex- 
pressed her intention of declining the nomi- 
nation. Miss Deneen and Mrs. Hayes have 
been nominated for reélection, the expiration 
of their terms having left two vacancies. 

At a meeting of the library committee of 
the board of education in President Urion’s 
office. a subcommittee composed of Trustees 
Kohn, Smietanka, Walsh, and Sumner was 
appointed to inspect library branches opened 
at the Burr and Montefiore schools. 

President Urion, School Architect Dwight 
H. Perkins, and Frank I. Bennett Will confer 
with the executive board of the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce tomorrow night on 
a plan to locate the new administration and 
commercial high school building at Har- 
rison street and Pliymouth court, the site 
of the Jones school.

Plans of the property owners in the nortli- 
‘rn end of Michigan avenue to petition the 
tity council to extend the proposed work of 
ypoulevarding Michigan avenue through te 
~tandolph street went on apace yesterday. 

Several informal conferences developed the 
fact that the extension is favored unanimous- 
ly by the owners of property between Han- 
dolph and Madison streets, the northern line 
of the boulevard according to an ordinance 
which is being drafted by Ald.

tend the boulevard to Randolph street will 
mean an arbitrary decision and a direct 
slap at the northern property owners. 

The campaign will be supported by prop- 
erty interests which already are assured 
of the boulevard. The Chicago Athietic 
Association will lend its support and the 
petition will be signed by members of the © 
directorate and by property owwners for 
two blocks south. 

“We intended to take up the campaign 
for a boulevard to Randolph street today,” 
said George Packard. president of the 
Michigan avenue Improvement as¢ociation,

Here a new 
phase of the journey begins, and when he 
leaves Seattic for Tacoma Friday afternoon 
and leaves that city at midnight his course 
will be south until Los Angeles is reached, 
and then comes the turn once more to the 
east. | 

The president was met on his arrival by a 
reception committee, and proceeded to the 
Rainier club, where a reception was given by 
Mrs. Richard A. Ballinger, wife of the sec- 
retary of the interior. Going to his hotel, 
the president retired early, after greeting the 
Yale club. 

The visit to the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific ex- 
position will begin at 9:30 a. m. tomorrow. 
After luncheon Mr. Taft will make an address 
in the natural amphitheater. The president 


also will speak at a banquet at the exposi- 


tion grounds during the evening. 

‘The president, on his way to Seattle, 
passed through another section, which dis- 
played its marvels in the way of fruit raising. 
At North Yakima, where he made an ad- 
dress, the great yield of apples attracted his 
attention. The president declared apples 
reminded him a good deal of human nature. 
Some apples that are beautiful to behold are 
found to be tasteless and mealy within, while

Meets an Old Sweetheart. 

The president met an old Cincinnati sweet- 
heart at North Yakima.

Hay of Washington. in introducing the 
president, declared that it was through him 
that the Pacific coast had recognition in the 
mational cabinet, and for vice president in 
1912 he ‘‘nlaced tn nomination Wesley 
Jones.”’

I have had the pleasure 
of meeting Grand Army men at many places 
on this trip, and it is most inspiring to have 
brought back the memories of the time when 
it cost blood and courage to meet the issues 
_.@f the day and save the country. 

“Just in front of meI see a monument that 
brings back memories. The monument I 
understand to be to one of those who in effect 
gave up his life in the far distant Philippines 
in order that the duty which this government 
had there should be performed and a super- 
vision extended and aid given to a people 
who by the providence of God were put under 
our guardianship. 

“ Only those who have been in the Philip- 
pines know the sacrifices and the hardships 
to which our boys in those islands were 
exposed. Only those who have been in the 
Philippines know and have a proper pride 
in what they did there, for they were called 
upon not only to meet a dangerous foe but 
after they had conquered them they were 
put in a position where they had to exercise 
a self-restraint and a guardianship and an 
independence of action that only men in 
the American army are capable of.’’

WILL SEND SHIP BACK? 


Women in Philadelphia Embrace 
Dr. Cook After He Gives 
His Lecture. 


New York, Sept. 20.—The following dis- 
pe hag been received for publication from 
arry Whitney, the New Haven hunter, who 
arrived at St. Johns, N. F., yesterday by the 
schooner Jeanie on his way home: 

* Stephenville Crossing, N. F., Sept. 20.— 
So many questions are being asked of me by 
different papers that I desire to make the 
following statement: 

“My reasoris for not going back to Etah 
after Dr. Cook's things were that the engines 
of the Jeanie, one of the smallest boats that 
ever went to the arctic, were not working 
satisfactorily, and we were depending part- 
ly on sails, which later we had to do entire- 
ly. Not knowing that Dr. Cook’s things left 
with me were of such importance as they 
since have turned out to be, I did not return. 


Wanted to Prolong Hunting Trip. 

“In addition, I had promised the Eskimos, 
who were with me after musk oxen in Elles- 
mere Land, certain things which I expected 
on the ship coming for me, but they were 
not aboard the Jeanie, and I did not want 
to return and disappoint the men. 

‘* Another reason was that I wanted to pro- 
long my hunting trip, which I was able to 
ao by not going back, but by cutting across 
Smith sound from North Star bay and fol- 
lowing the edge of the ice south. 

“Tt do not believe that either Dr. Cook 
or Commander Peary, if placed in my pos!- 
tion, would have done any differently than 
I did, nor would they, having started south 
for civilization, have turned back. I never 
had seen Dr. Cook until I met him in the 
arctic. He told me he had been to the north 
pole and I was pledged not to reveal this 
fact to Commander Feary, but I could say 
that hg had géne further north than Peary 
in 1906. 


Treated Kindly by Peary. 

‘“Commander Peary, to my knowledge, 
knew nothing about what had been left with 
me by Dr. Cook, except that I mentioned in- 
struments, clothes, and furs, and also a nar- 
whal horn. Dr. Cook’s belongings left in my 
charge were placed in boxes, which were 
Then ‘I saw the Eskimoagcover 
them with rocks.

DRGES DELAY IK BEACH SUIT 


B. M. Chiperfield in Letter to At- 
torney General Asks Caution. 


CITES HISTORY OF THE PAST. 


Head of Land Board Fears Invasion by 
Private Interests. .

In a letter of warning to Attorney. General 
W. H. Stead, B. M. Chiperfield, chairman 
of -the legislative land conimission, yester- 
day cited the past record of the city of Chi- 
cago and its park boards as reasons for ex- 
treme caution in sanctioning a suit proposed 

J. Brundage, corporation counsel, for 
the purpose of reclaiming lands on the lake 
front for public bathing beaches. 

Mr. Brundage had asked permission, ac- 
cording to the letter, to institute suits in the 
name of the attorney general for the reclaim- 
ing of certain lands along the lake front in 
advance of the report of the legislative com- 
mission. 

The legislator does not directly oppose the 
suit and declares he is willing to codperate 
with the city of Chicago if the city is acting 
in good faith. 

‘In nearly every instance in the past, 
where encroachments have been made upon 
the lake front lands, they have been through 
the connivance or by reason of the negli- 
gence of the city of Chicago. or its tana 
boards,” said Mr. Chiperfield. 


Would Aid Bona Fide Suit. 

“T will not oppose this suit if it is really the 
purpose of the city to secure possession of 
this land for the public. We are willing to 
accept any assistance the city will give and 
will ald the city if it is intended to reclaim 
these lands for the public,” he said in ex- 
planation of the letter. 

‘*] wrote to the attorney general to ask 
him to keep his hand on the suit and to keep 
it under his controb so he can insist that it 
be used for the public benefit and not for the 
benefit of one private claimant as against 
another. 

‘IT told him that the city has shown ab- 
solute indifference in the past to the usurpa- 
tion of lake front lands by individuals. We 
are in earnest about this land proposition 
and don’t intend to be sidetracked by any 
other interests.’ 

The letter dealt in general terms with the 
history of the lake front lands under the 
control of the Lincoln park and south park 
boards. Both of them come in for a portion 
of the censure with the city for the present 
condition. It was pointed out that individu- 
als have been permitted to take possession of 
lands given to the park boards on the lake 
front. 

Reclaim Land for State. 

The suit proposed by Brundage is intended 
to be brought in the name of the attorney 
general to the end that the lands desired 
for public bathing beaches at Forty-third 
and Fifty-first streets be reclaimed by the 
state. If title to the land is obtained in the 
name of the attorney general for the state, 
the city would expect by an arrangement of 
some kind to have the privilege of using the 
sites for public bathing beaches. 

“My purpose in asking permission of the 
attorney general to bring this suit in his 
name was for the purpose of expediting mat- 


“If we wait until the legislative commission 
makes its report, there will be a long de- 
lay. It has no authority to begin action and 
must féport back to the legislature. Then 
legislative action must be taken. My only 
purpose in the present move was to get quick 
action.” 


LAKE BLUFF IN SCHOOL WAR; 
ORPHANS CAUSE OF TROUBLE. 


Wealthy Residents Will Ask Injunction 
to Restrain Dependents from Attend- 
ing Public Institutions. 


Wealthy residents of Lake Bluff are pilan- 
ning to ask an injunction to prevent the chil- 
dren of the Lake Bluff orphanage from at- 
tending the public schools in that town. 

When a new school board permitted the 
orphans to attend the public schoo! at the 
beginning of the present year Horace Cook 
and a number of others hired a special! teach- 
er and established a private schoo! in a va- 
cant residence so their children would not be 
obliged to associate with the orphanage chil- 
dren. 

Two years ago a school board éxcluded the 
children from the orphanage. Last year a 
new board permitted them toattend and this 
year the board has continued the policy. 

Injunction will be asked on the grounds 
that the orphans are not residents and not 
entitled to school privileges.

Gum Employe at $30 a Week -Con- 
fesses He Embezzled $3,000 to 
Enjoy High Life. 


Paul Rossmaessier, a bookkeeper, em- 
ployed by the William Wrigley Jr. Gum 
company, 88 Michigan avenie, was arrested 
yesterday on a charge of embezzling $3,000 
from the firm during the last year. He con- 
fessed his guilt to the police and laid his 
downfall to living beyond his means. 

Rossmaessler, who is 31 years old, has been 
with the Wrigley company since he was a 
boy. Four years ago he was married to the 
firm’s photographer, and since then his sal- 
ary has been increased to $30a week.

The 
Goodrich line is likely to hold the docks for 
three years unless the boulevard on Michi- 
gan avenue is extended on a bridge across 
theriver. The sixty days’ termination clause 
was inserted for this contingency. 

Ald. Snow said yesterday that no other 
shipping concerns had offered a bid for the 
city’s dockage rights at this place and de- 
fended the lease. 

‘The city does not hold actual! title to the 
land,”’ said the alderman, **‘ and cannot give 
a perfect lease. We cannot give exclusive 
rights to one concern. Any other vessel can 
use the docks when the Goodrich line boats 
are not using them. We cannot give author- 
ity for the erection of permanent buildings. 
Under these conditions I believe that $5,500 
a year is nota low rent. 


No Other Bidders Appeared. 

“ When the question of renewing the lease 
came up last summer I insisted on a delay 
of two months in order to give other com- 
panies an opportunity to make bids, but none 
of them did so, although it was known gen- 
erally among the shipping concerns that the 
lease was to be renewed. Statements that 
shippers were told at the city hall that nobody 
but Goodrich could get the lease are without 
foundation. 

‘* We considered that to advertise for sealed 
bids would be unfair. Any person could have 
secured the lease and held up the Goodrich 
people for as much as $25,000. In fact, one 
man told me he wanted to bid and admitted 
that he had no vessels and that his purpose 
was to sell the lease to a shipping concern,” 

“™ What percentage on the valuation of 
the property do you consider $5,500 to be?’”’ 
was another question asked. 

‘‘ Estimating the value of the land on the 
basis of valuation of other property near, it 
would be about 7 or 8 per cent. The sani- 
tary district leases dockage on the bases 
of 4 per. cent,’’ replied the alderman. 

H. V. McGurren, superintendent of the 
bureau of compensation, made a statement 
that though the name of John J. Hanberg, 
commissioner of public works, is signed to 
the lease the terms were arranged by the 
council committee on compensation, which

and the department of public works, is in- 
correct. The amount was agreed upon 
through negotiations. between the council 
committee on compensation and the Good- 
rich company. The lease, however, was 
executed by the bureau of compensation and 
the department of public works, in compli- 
ance with an order passed by the above 
named committee on May 1, 1909.”’

WRIGHT SETS NEW AIR RECORD 


Encireles Liberty Statue and 
Passes Over Warships. 


GLENN CURTISS ALSO FLIES. 


Dirigible Balloon Race Is a Failure; 
One in River. 


New York, Sept. 20.—[{Special.j—This was 
aviation day in the Hudson-Fulton celebra- 
tion, but there were other events beside the 
flights of Wilbur Wright and Glenn H. Cur- 
tiss which claimed the attention of several 
hundred thousand persons. While Wright 
and Curtiss were making successfu! flights 
from Governor's island two dirigibile balloons 
Started in a race from New York to Albany 
and failed ignominiously, while the crews 
from the warships of different nations at 
anchor in the river and harbor had a rowing 


regatta that was viewed by an enormous 
crowd. 


Curtiss Beats Wright in Starting. 

A more beautiful setting could not be im- 
agined than that formed by Governor's is- 
mand's great amphitheater for the aeroplane 
flights by Wright: and Curtiss. At 8 o'clock 
in the morning Wright creased by ferry and 
went to the parade grounds to find that ur- 
tiss had taken advantege of the calm morn- 
ing to get into the air. 

Curtiss, who is given to early morning 
exhibitions, had spent the night on the island 
in order to be there for an early trial. Be- 
fore 6 o'clock the doors of his aeroplane shed 
were opened and his trim little flyer was 
rolled out. Curtiss took his seat and fiew 
in the face of the wind and then against it, 
remaining in the air less than a minute, when 
he decided to come down on account of some 
minor detail. Wright noted what his com# 
petitor had done and decided to do some fly- 
ing himself. He walked over to his shed and 
ordered his machine brought out and placed 
on the monorail. The eight foot propellers 
were put in motion and revolved with tre- 
mendous speed. The aviator -took his seat. 
In an instant the machine shot down the 
monorail and rose in the air. 


Circles Statue in Figure Eight. 

Upon gaining an aitituce of forty feet 
Wright circled around the parade ground, 
then, recircling it, wheeled in a southwest 
drection for a point slightly north of the 
Statue of Liberty. As he passed within twen- 
ty feet of the statue, which is 306 feet high, 
he came within reach of Miss Liberty's el- 
bow. Then he roughly described a figure 8, 
circled over the great ships at anchor in the 
harbor, and flew within a short distance of 
the Jersey shore. Finally he winged his way 
back to his starting point on the island. 

In making his first ijanding Wright's ma- 
chine received a rough jolt when the left wing 
tip scraped the ground. It appeared that the 
craft was injured, but examination showed 
it in good condition. Wright said: 

‘‘That is one of the worst landings I have 
ever made. No other machine could have 
stood the strain. 

These flights, Wright explained, were only 
in the nature of preliminary exhibitions to 
the official demonstrations to be given dur- 
ing the celebration. At noon he announced 
he would attempt a long flight up the Hud- 
son between 3 and 4 o'clock. In the mean- 
time he went to Manhattan to make obser- 
vations from the Singer building. and did not 


| 


return to the island until almost 4 o'clock. 
The machine was taken out on the monorail 
at 4:20, and several times the rapid whirring 
of the propellors indicated that the machine 
was about ready to soar, but it was more 
than an hour before the engine worked prop- 
erly. 

Suddenly the propellers wegan to whiz and 
Wright took his place on the narzow, straight 
backed seat, with his feet sticking out in 
front and his hands resting on the levers on 
each side. The machine dashed down the 


monorail and rose to a height of about ten } 


feet. Then it darted up fifty feet and made 
a graceful sweep of the parade ground, 
swinging out over the sea wall and passing 
within a few feet of a big ferryboat that lay 
at anchor. Wright then recircled the field 
and in spite of the northwest wind main- 
tained absolute equilibrium. To show his 
skill and control he returned to the start- 
ing point. 


Dirigible Race Is Failure. 

Capt. Baldwin and Tomlinson. made dis- 
heartening failures in their attempts to reach 
Albany through the air, with the result that 
their dirigibles will be out of commission for 
several days. They were racing for a $10 000 
prize. The chief reason for the fizzle of the 
balloon exhibit was that Capt. Baldwin's 
craft was weak in frameand broke. Further- 
more, Tomlinson's engine did not work as 
a good engine should. 

Tomlinson was off first. As he traveled 
east his craft turned on an angle of about 
forty-five degrees and suddenly changed its 
direction and went our of sight of the audi- 
ence in that vicinity. He landed in a field at 
White Plains some time later. 

Capt. Baldwin lost no timein getting under 
way himself. He toseed his derby to one of 
his men and pulled a cap down over his eyes. 
He tugged at several ropes and saw that his 
fixtures were strapped on tightly. The en- 
gine was cranked and the two bladed pro- 
peller whirled around at a high rate of speed. 

Everything went well until the balloon 
reached the foot of One Hundred and Nine- 
tieth street. Then something snapped. The 
captain heard it plainly. He looked and dis- 
covered that part of the woodwork in the 
frame Was giving way; and, more than that, 
he was unable to contro! the quadrant which 
steers the balloon. He stopped the engine 
and dropped slowly fnto the cool waters of 
the Hudson beneath: Thé danger was hot 
great, for a launch put out from one of the 
battleships and hauled the entire outfit over 
to the Jersey shore.

DRINKING COSTS CITY JOBS 


Neglect of Duty Causes the Civil 
Service Board to Act. 


WARNED, BUT FAIL TO STOP. 


Commission Also Hears the Cake of 
Sergeant Beutel. 


The civil service commission yesterday dis- 
charged four city employés for intoxica- 
tion or neglect of duty. In each case, the evi- 
dence showed that repeated warnings had 
been given to the men by their superiors. 
The board took under advisement charges 
against Sergeant Joseph B. Beutel of the 
Chicago avenue station, preferred by Will- 
lam Schag, 11 West Chicago avenue. 

The first charge made by Schag was to 
the effect that when he went to the station 
to give bonds for a prisoner, Beutel mistreat- 
ed him. A second, is that Beutel, who is a 
meniber of the bar, as well as a policeman, 
appeared as attorney for two prisoners. 
Beutel admitted he acted as attorney, but 
said he did so at the request of a triend and 
without a fee, because he was told that the 
boys were innocent, but without money to 
pay a lawyer.

Mother-in-Law of W. P. Leech of Chi- 
cago and Her Son Killed in 
Ypsilanti, Mich.

| ASTRONGHOLD IS OCCUPIED. | 


5 Mount Guruga Fallen Without 
Enemy Firing a Shot; 
Means End of War.

MADRID, Sept. 20.—Madrid is beflagged 
and illuminated tonight in celebration of the 
guccess of the Spanish arms in Africa, whic 
Were crowned today by the occupation of 
Mount Guruga, the Moorish stronghold. 
Crowds fill the streets acclaiming the news 
which makes a glorious ending of the war 
a@nd the early return of the troops. 

The occupation of Mount Guruga was ef- 
fected by columns operating from different 
points, which formed a junction at the sum- 
mit. Although the troops passed theedan- 
gerous Gorge du Loup, the scene of the 
July disasters, not a single shot was fired at 
therm. 

Gen. Marina’s skilifully planned operation 
gre the subject of much praise. After the 
reverse of July 27 and the subsequent losses 
suffered, Gen. Marina decided that the Moors, 
who have been making raids from the rocky 
fastnesses of Mount Guruga, must ve dis- 
lodged or outflanked. 

Accordingly he withdrew his advanced 


ed }posts and waited until he had concentrated 


60,000 men and sixty-eight cannons, which 
~ were divided into two columns on Sept. 20. 
S One column was sent north to Cape Tres 
_* Forcas to prevent the possibility of a rear at- 
tack and the other was sent southward. 


Both Operations Successful. 

Both operations were successful, and after 
“Wador and Zeluan Were taken the Moors 
‘evidently found themselves outflanked and 
@vacuated the territory, for no resistance 
Wwas encountered when the Spanish forces 
scaled the mountain and planted the flag on 
its summit. 

What has become of the main body of the 
*- “Moors is not cfear from the official dispatches 
* published here. Unofficial reports intimate 
- that while Gen. Marina accompanied the 
column to the south, the Moors doubled back 
west of Mount Guruga and joined in @ sur- 
prise attack upon Gen. Sciomayo last night. 

Officials circles, however, seem convinced 
that the Moors are thoroughly discouraged, 
and the successful windup of the campaign 
is expected to arouse a wave of patriotic en- 
thusiasm which will greatly strengthen the 
Moura government, whose enemies counted 
upon a protracted struggle, with perhaps

‘Riverhead, L® L, Sept. 29.—The smashing 
of every existing American record for auto- 
mobile racing on the open road and a spill 
which cost the life of Mechanician James 
Bates and serious injury to Herbert Lytle, a 
well known racing driver, marked the run- 
ning today of the Long Island Automobile 
Derby. The event was a stock car sweep- 
stakes and was run overtwenty-two miles of 
hitherto untried road at the eastern ex- 
tremity of Long island, between Riverhead 
and Mattituck. ; 

The casualties were caused by the skidding 
of the Apperson car, driven by Lytle, as it 
neared an easy bend in the road, twomiles 
west of Mattituck. Lytle and Mechanician 
Bates had completed less than two-thirds of 
the first lap when the sixty horsepower ma- 
chine, tearing down a slight declivity at a 
rate of sixty-five miles an hour, suddenly 
lurched to one side into deep sand and over- 
turned. 

Car Crushes Out One Life. 

Lytle shot clear of the car and landed 
twenty feet away on his back. Bates, how- 
ever, clung to the machine and was crushed 
under it as it turned turtle. Both men were 
unconscious when picked up, and it was 
thought at first that neither had a chance for 
life. Bates never regained consciousness 
and died an hour later, but Lytle was able 
to recognize his wife and baby, who were 
hurried to his bedside at the hospital imme- 
diately after the accident. Tonight there is 
hope of his eventual recovery.

Finishing second 
to Chevrolet in this class, Robert Burman, 
also driving a Buick, covered the distance in 
1 hour 46 minutes and 2% seconds, or at a 
rate of sixty-four miles an hour. 


Only One Entry in One Race. 

In the class for cars selling from $2,000 to 
$3,000, the only entry, a Sharp-Arrow, driv- 
en by W. H. Sharp, averaged sixty-three 
miles an hour, covering 186.5 miles in two 
hours nine minutes and two seconds. 

Almost as fast time was made by the 
winner in the class for cars seHing for 
$4,000 and over, Ralph de Palma, driving 
a Fiat, who finished the 227.5 miles in 3:38:35, 
which is an average of 62.35 miles an hour. 

The winner in the class for cars selling 
from $3,000 to $4,000, Frank Lescault, driv- 
ing a Palmer-Singer, also averaged better 
than a milea minute, finishing the 182 miles 
in 2:59:4, or at a rate of sixty miles an hour. 

Even in the.small car class, for cars sell- 
ing from $850 to $1,250, an average of fifty-

BRANCH BANK PLAN 


Presid: .t of Commercial Na- 
tional Says ‘Tribune’s’ Sug- 
gestion Is Good One. — 


PEOPLE MUST TAKE STEPS 


Big Institutions Could Not Act, 
Having Smaller Ones as 
Customers. 


George E. Roberts, president of the Com- 
mercial National bank, was the first of the 
Chicago bankers to commend THE TRIBUNE'S 
suggestion for the establishment of city 
branch banks yesterday. He indicated that 
in the event of a revision of the national 
bank act to permit such extension of the 
larger banking institutions the one he repre- 
sents would immediately investigate the pos- 
sibilities of branches within the city limits. 

Bankers generally declared for the need of 
such branches within the city for the con- 
venience and safety of merchants and busi- 
ness men in the outlying business districts. 
The manifest unpopularity of such a move 
among Ahe smaller independent banks al- 
ready in existence in some of the outlying 
sections of the city has prevented, it is said, 
any large bank from proposing or advo- 
eating such a system. The smaller banks 
already in existence are their customers, 

If a move is to be made for the amendment 
of the national bank act to permit large cen- 
tral banks to establish branches within the 
city limits, leading bankers admit that they 
scarcely could urge such a system upon the 
people or in congress when it woyla be op- 
posed by their customers. 


Commends ‘“‘Tribune’s” Plan. 


Still there is admitted to be a need for such 
a system for the convenience of the people 
who live in sections where the smaller inde-: 
pendent banks have not been established, 

“ The suggestion is a good one and worthy 


‘of careful consideration,”’ said Mr. Roberts, 


* but if such an amendment to the laws is 
to be enacted, it must be advocated by the 
people and not'by national banks. 

‘The details of the plan as suggested by 
THE TRIBUNE are good. It is inconvenient 
for the small retail merchant and business 
man to be obliged to travel from two to six 
miles in person or by messenger to make a$ 
deposit. The plan would doubtless be op- 
posed by the country banks, who would fear 
a further extension of the system beyond 
the limits of big cities into their fields. 


Small Banks Would Object. 


“From the standpoint of the public, the 
branch bank suggestion is a good one, and 
will find favor. From the viewpoint of the 
smaller independent banks, it wiu meet oppo- 
sition, though it does not foliow that tne cen- 
tral national banks would invade the fieids 
of those already established.’’ 

William A. Tilden, president of the Fort 
Dearborn National bank, took a conservative 
stand on the proposition without committing 
himself on the general question of the advis- 
ability of the establishment of branch banks. 

“ If you believe in branch banks, the scheme 
is a good one,” he said. “I am not quite 
ready to say whether I believe in them or 
not.’

HITS HARVESTER CONCERN. 


Former Agent Says Subsidiary Plants 
Posed as “Independents.” 


St. Louis, Mo., Lept. 29.—That the Osborne 
binder was sold as an * independent" ma- 
chine until 1905, although the company man- 
ufacturing it had been absorbed by the In- 
ternational Harvester company of New Jer- 
sey in 1003, was the testimony here today of 
L. Grannemann, New Haven, Mo., a former 
agent of the big corporation. 

The witness was-summoned for the de- 
fense in the suit of the state to oust the com- 
pany from Missouri for alleged violation of 
the ant.-trust laws. 


Some Posed as “Independent’’? 

Mr. Grannemann did not explain why this 
course was adopted with the Osborne ma- 
chine. It is the-contention of the state, 
however, that after the formation of the 
New Jersey company some of the subsidiary 
plants posed as “ independent" in order to 
sell goods to people who were prejudiced 
against large corporations. e 

The agent witnesses testified generally that 
the increase in the prices of binders and mow- 
ers had been nrlich less than for other kinds 
of farm machinery. . 


May Have to Abandon Twine Plant. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 29.—[Special.}— 
After a conference today between members 
of the prison board and Gov. Marshall, tt was 
said the state may have to abandon its bin- 
der twine plant at the Michigan City prison. 

The board bases its fear on the report that 
the International Harvester company, com- 
monly known as the harvester trust, has 
closed a deal in Yucatan, where all the sisal 
used in the manufacture of binder twine is 
grown, by which the. authorities have agreed 
to hold up the price of the raw material to in- 
dependent establishments, 

However, if raw material can be purchased 
at a reasonable market price the board be- 
lieves it can make the prison plant pay. It 
is cited that such a plant at Stillwater, Minn.. 
virtually has driven the twine trust out of 
that state and now has a deposit of approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 in the Minnesota banks.

GIRL TOILERS WAR 
ON SUFFRAGETTES 


Mrs. MacArthur Says “Work- 


ers” Are Ignored in Eng- 
lish Suffrage Bill. 


FORM LEAGUE OF OWN. 


Only 5 Per Cent of Self-Support- 
. ing Women Would Be 
Enfranchised. 


Working girls of England have nothing in 
common with the English suffragettes, ac- 
cording to Miss Mary R. Macarthur of Lon- 
don, secretary of the British Women’s Trade 


Union league, who spoke yesterday before. 


the convention of the National Women's 
Trade Union league, in session in the Anna 
Morgan studio in the Fine Arts building. 

Miss Macarthur declared that the English 
suffrage leaders have left working women 
entirely out of their program, and for that 
reason the women in industry in England 
have formed a league of their own to pro- 
test against the *‘ brand of woman's suf- 
frage’’ advocated by means of spectacular 
campaigns. 

She asserted that the suffrage.movement 
in England is of the middle class, and pointed 
out that, according to the provisions of the 
bill which the suffrage leaders now have be- 
fone garliament, only 5 per cent of the or- 
ganized’ working women would be enfran- 
chised. The speaker's statement that ‘‘ Eng- 
lish working women wish toclear their skirts 
of responsibility for the ridiculous and spec- 
tacular campaign tor suflrage carriea on by 
the middie class leaders’’ was vociferously 
applauded. 


Working Girls Ignored. 

*“ Unfortunately most of the supporters of 
the suffrage movement in Kugiand are ol 
the middle class, and they care for suffrage 
on a limited basis which would leave out 
working girls almost altogether,’ said Miss 
Macarthur. ‘I represent 200,000 working 
girls, and only about 5 per cent of them 
would be enfranchised according to the pro- 
visions of the bill, now before parliament, 
advocated by the suffrage leaders. 

“Another diffic ulty with middle class 
women is that they will stand for and allow 
unlimited and unregulated freedom of women 
to¢work all day and al! night at as low wages 
as they choose to accept. We are lighting 
this idea with all our might, and, of course, 
we cannot work in sympathy with suffrage 
leaders who cry for the suffrage without 
realizing the need of industrial retorm.”’ 

In the afternoon the delegates were given 
an automobile ride through the parks, visits 
being made to several small parks and play- 
grounds.

Team Awkward and Blow.

QWHERE have I seen mentioned in 
print the real reason why the military 
element remains in contro] at Messina, 
and why the clearing away of the 

«Tulns and the reconstruction.of the 

wrecked buildings is barred to private e@- 
terprise. The fact of the matter ie that the 
ruins contain an untold amount of treasure, 
which the government authorities are slowly 
and gradually recovering and holding until 
the claims thereto have been satisfactorily 
established. 

Messina was an old city and, owing to the 
continual revolutions, invasions, and dis- 
turbances of one kind and another to which it 
has been subjected for hundreds of years 
past, hag been in the habit of hoarding its 
wealth, in preference to intrusting it to banks 
or to investing it in government bonds. Banks 
never have enjoyed popular confidence to 
any degree in Italy and especially not in 
Sicily, and this no doubt has contributed to 
the fact that whenever a man acquired 
wealth he was accustorhed to invest it in 
the purchase of jewels or of bullion, and to 
bury it in his cellar or to brick it up in the 
walle of his house. The convents and mon- 
asteries followed suit. Families would die 
out and all clew to the place of concealment 
thus would be lost. 

This has been going on for centuries. And 
now the earthquake, which brought so many 
walls to the ground and which disrupted so 
many floors and ceilings, not only has laid 
bare this hidden treasure but likewise has 
called the attention of the authorities to the 
fact that there are more riches of the same 
kind still hidden away in the remains that 
are still standing and also in the immense 
vaults and cellars beneath the older bulld- 
ings now ruined, 


a 

During the first few weeks following the 
earthquake, when ‘this condition of affairs 
was revealed, hundreds of fortune hunters, 
adventurers, and criminals flocked to Mes- 
sina from all parts of the globe, insisting that 
they had belonged to the city or that they 
had relatives who had disappeared in the 
cataclysm: and for whom they were deter- 
mined to search. They believed that they 
had within their reach not only the acquisi- 
tion of hidden treasure but also maintenance 
by the government, free of cost, at the ex- 
pense of the various relief funds, while their 
search was in progress. 

It was not long before the authorities real- 
ized the true condition of affairs, and they 
at once took hold and restricted the searching 
among the ruins to their own agents and 
officials. Of course, this has delayed the 
clearing away of the wreckage and the re- 
building of the city, discouraging, as it has 
done, all private individual enterprise. But 
there is no doubt that the state will benefit 
greatly in a financial sense. For, while some 
of the great treasure which it Is recovering 
from the ruins of Messina will be restored 
to its owners when the latter have succeeded 
in establishing their claim beyond all possi- 
bility of a doubt, a large proportion, indeed, 
will become the undisputed property of the 
state, through the absence of heirs, owing 
to the fact that thousands of familie’ were 
wiped completely out of existence in the 
disaster. No one, indeed, ever will know 
the number of lives lost in the earthquake.

Countess de Greffuhle, who lately has 
started in Paris an institution which she 
has entitled “ The School of Marriage,” and 
which has for its object the teaching of econ- 
omy, neatness, cooking, needlework, and 
what may be described as homemaking, is 
easily the acknowledged leader of Parisian 
society. The latter submits to her direction 
in matters of fashion, of mannerisms, of 
fa“s, and of taste. Fortunately, she is a 
cu:tured and clever woman, passionately 
fond of music and the high priestess of Wag- 
nerism in France. In fact, it is entirely due 
to her influence that the former prejudice 
against the creator of Nibelungen, hes dis- 
appeared. During the days of Napoleon III., 
Wagner’s operas were hooted off the stage 
and the popular demonstration against them 
was s0.great that on the night of their only 
performance given at that epoch Princess 
Pauline Metternich, then Austrian ambas- 
sadoress, deliberately snapped her jeweled 
fan in two in passionate anger at the treat- 
ment accorded to the masterpiece of the 
divinity of Bayreuth. Today these same 
operas are applauded, thanks mainly to the 
Countess de Greffuhle, who thus has shown 
herself to be more powerful in her genera- 
tion than was Princess Metternich in the 
days of her reign as a queen of fashion at 
Paris prior to the war of 1870. 

Mme. de Greffuhle, whose mother was a 
member of the historic French house of 
Montesquieu, was brought up almost wholly 
in France, and is the oldest sister of that 
Prince de Chimay who was compelled to 
obtain a divorce from his American wife; 
the former Clara Ward, in consequence of 
her infatuation for the gypsy violinist, Rigo. 

The Countess de Greffuhle also plays an 
active réle in what might be described as 
the intellectual Hfe of France, and that she 
is a useful member of society has been strik- 
ingly shown by her-new school of marriage, 
Which teaches the students how to cook a 
wholesome meal for 15 cents, how to fashion 
a dainty and practical trousseau for the mod- 
est sum of $15, and how to please the future 
husband by cheerfulness, intelligence, neat- 
ness, economy, and sweetness of manner. It 


has a large number of pupils, chiefly young, 


girls of the working classes, and city em- 
ployés. 

The countess is well able to indulge in good 
works of this kind, for she inherited a large 
fortune in her own right, a portion of which 
consists of shares in the French Canal du 
Midi, a waterway between the Mediterranean 
and the Atlantic ocean, through French ter- 
ritory, constructed 250 years ago by her 
ancestor, Pierre Paul Riquet, Baron de 
Bonrepos. 

Moreover, the count is rich. He ts popu- 
larly known in Paris by the nickname of “ Le 
Veau @Or” (the Golden Calf) owing to the 
splendor of his establishment, the magnifi- 
cence of his mode of life, and the one time 
golden color of his bushy beard. The count, 
like so many other nobles possessed of large 
interests in France, has given loyal alle- 
giance to the government of the. republic 
—at any rate, until something better turns up. 
He was on terms of intimacy with Felix 
Faure when the latter was president, and

Tambaran House’ ie small, with high peaked 
roof and painted sides and carved supports; 
under it were two big drums and near by 
were two more, ten feet long, and the finest 
I ever saw. Near by were two graves sur- 
rounded by a low bamboo picket fence, and 
inside was the usual erect bundle of spears, 
bows, arrows, paddles, etc. A belt with the 
brags plate over one grave signified that the 
occupant had been a government policeman. 

Finally an old man came up and I made 
a trade with him for his hair comb and arm 
band; that was all he had on. Within five 
minutes I was doing a brisk business that 
lasted for two hours. Their greed for fish- 
hooks and lines and knives truly was gratify- 
ing. Then, in spite of protests, I climbed 
the ladder and had a look inside the Tam- 
baran house. What a: sight! 
a kind I never before had seen, but no ax 
or knife would secure one. I was much dis- 
appointed, nor could I buy a single one of 
the fine, big, old speara which hung on the 
wall. 

I reluctantly made my exit through a paint- 
ed door, ornamented by a big fish's head. and 
swung on two thongs from above, and got 
back and down to business again, visiting a 
second Tambaran house a little later, but 
finding nothing inside. 


Angel People Good Wekuved. 


These angel people were a merry, good 
natured lot of big bushy headed savages, 
once we understood each other, and whén 
the captain sent the boat for me at 11 o’clock 
they al} helped me down to the boat with 
my plunder, the old chief with his cap, 
belt, and silver headed cane leading the 
procession. It was not such a long one as 
yesterday, for I had no heavy pottery, but 
over a hundred good: things, fine bamboo 
drilie for shells, lovely carved bows and 
arrows ornamented with gay plumage, fine 
carved paddies, old war clubs, bone daggers, 
and body ornamen’> galore; and best of all, 
a fine big five foot long carved drum, which 
was so heavy I had to have it brought to the 
Siar on a canoe. 

These people get all their pottery from 
Tamara, but make good wooden bowls. Their 
woven work comes fromthe mainiand. Their 
language seemed different from any of the 
many I had heard. more harsh. But theirs 
is a lovely little isiand home, and in their 
great carved outrigger canoes, on which 
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they erect a great pen, they can go long 
journeys; for they. ap all the tribes I have 
eo far seen, use sail and have a great steer- 
ing oar or paddie. 

Our little Siar now seems empty. We have 
landed all our cargo and néarly all the re- 
(urning recruits, for this fe station Farth- 
est West. At noon I made a hurried trip 
ashore to replenish my depleted stock of 
trade, adding heads, paints, mirrors, Chinese 
glass, arm rings, cheap knives, etc. I do not 
know the law here, but I think I should 
take out a trading license to be on the safe 
side, #0 greatly does my cabin look like a 
shop, but it is mare orderly than most of the 
shops I have been in, and I have wiped the 
mold from’ my rings and the rust from my 
iron.

Mrs. Wanamaker was Miss Mary Lowber 
Welsh, granddaughter of John Welsh, one 
time United States minister to England.

Net earnings of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railway for the fiscal year ended 
June 830, 19098, were equa! to approximately 
10.23 per cent on the amount of common 
stock outstanding on which dividends during 
the year were paid. This percentage of 
earnings was after deducting $4,000,000 ex- 
pended for additions and betterments and an 
appropriation of $158,230 for fuel reserve 
fund. 

But the company issued $18,603,000 common 
stock in the course of a year, bringing the 
total on June 30, 1909, up to $121,559,500. On 
this amount of stock the net earnings after 
deductions mentioned were equal to 9.48 per 
cent.

Changes in Accounting. 

The company’s annual report was issued 
yesterday, and concerning the new form of 
bookkeeping President Ripley says: 

“For many years {t has been the com- 
pany’s policy to make out of income large 
expenditures for additions and betterments. 
At times such expenditures have been made 
without the books showing any addition on 
that account to the cost of property, such 
expenditures being ‘ written off.’ Rules pro- 
muliwated by the interstate commerce com- 
mission require that for the ensuing fiscal 
year such expenditures out of income shall 
not be written off, but shall be added to the 
cost of property, and that appropriate en- 
tries shall be made on the liability side of 
the balance sheet to show such expenditures 
and to show also any unexpended appropria- 
tions from income set aside for such ex- 
penditures in the future. 

‘Your board has concluded that it is wise 
for the fiscal year just closed to adopt a eim- 
ilar method. Therefore the sum of $9,000,000 
of the income for the year has been appro- 
priated for additions and betterments, $4,- 
000,000 being expended during the year and 
the remaining $5,000,000 being reserved to be 
expended in the future.”’ 


Income Account. 


The income account shows an increase of 
$3.647.620, or 4.02 per cent, in operating 
revenues, and 4.5 per centin income, fromall 
sources, compared with the previous year. 
There was a reduction of $3,573,568, or 5.8 
per cent, In expenses, resulting in an in- 
crease of $6,739,104 In net from operation.

Judge Anderson Rules Gov- 
ernment Attorneys Must 
Be Ready Oct. 11. 


. AID. 


Says Panama Charges Against 
Indianapolis Editors Shall 
Be Tried. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 20.—(Special.]— 
Charles W. Miller, United States district at- 
torney, who appeared before Judge Anderson 
of the federal court today, was denied a fur- 
ther continuance of the case of the govern- 
ment against Delevan Smith and Charlies R. 
Williams of the Indianapolis News, who are 
under indictment by the federal] grand jury 
of the District of Columbia, charged with 
having criminally libeled Theodore Roosevelt, 
Dougias Robinson, William Nelson Crom- 
well, Charlies P. Taft, and others, by inti- 
mating in published articles that there was 
corruption in the purchase of the Panama 
canal zone by the United States from thetwo 
French companies. 

In his remarks accompanying his decision 
Judge Anderson laid stress on the apparent 
delay of the government in bringing the pro- 
ceedings originally and on its subsequent de- 
lays. Concluding, he said the defendants 
should have a hearing or be discharged, and 
to Mr. Miller he said: 

* You may write to the attorney general and 
tell him I will not grant the postponement.” 


Case Will Come Up Next Month. 

The case now will come up in the federal] 
court on Oct. 11, the date set last June at the 
request of Stuart McNamara of Washington, 
representing the department of justice. Mr. 
Miller said in supporting his motion today: 

* The attorney general, through Mr. Stuart 
McNamara, special assistant to the United 
States attorney, who is in charge of both this 
case and the case against the New York 
World, for the government, requests that this 
case be postponed until after the hearing of 
the case in New York. That case is set for 
trial on Oct. 20. It involves the same com- 
munication in reference tothe Panama canal. 
as this one. 

“Mr. McNamara its in charge of the New 
York World case as specia}) assistant and 
informs me that the result of that trial might 
determine substantially what further pro- 
ceedings might be had in connection with 
this case.”’ 

Judge Attacks Delays. 

The defense objected to the continuance 
and Judge Anderson took up the reasons as- 
signed in the motion and said: 

“Tf this were an ordinary case, where the

government was proceeding in a civil suit, 
of course it might have its option and push 
one case and delay the other; but these men

the same as if they were in jail. The only 
basis on which the government could ask 
this continuance—the only basis that really 
is a semblance of a basis—is Mr. McNamara’s 
suggestion that he will be occupied other- 
wise in preparing to try the case in New. 

This is completely answered by what 
I assume to be the fact, that this matter 
was set long before the case in New York 
was set. If Mr. McNamara cannot be in 
two places at once, and if he cannot be ready 
to try the case in ‘New York on the 20th and 
be here in the case on the lith, he should 
have seen to it that the case in New York 
was not set on the 20th. Phat ie the way it 
appears to me.”

“hese men were indicted in the District of 
Columbia, the indictment was returned 

‘some time,’ and proceedings were begun 
here. The government waited until it was 
ready to proceed and began proceedings. 
These men were arrested and brought into 
court on a criminal charge. At that time 
nobody was ready, and it went over to a later 
day. Then, after the defendants intro- 
duced their testimony, the government's 
counsel said they wanted time to meet cer- 
tain matters, and the time was fixed almost 
four months later. Now the court is asked 
upon this state of facts to postpone it in- 
definitely, not to any particular | time, but 
just to put it off and leave the defendants up 
in the air until the government sees fit to 
pull the string and let them down.”
